America—Flag and Bugle 
Sold at Auction. 


London, Feb, 6—The fing of the Am- 
erjcan man of War Chesapeake, and 
the Balaclava bugle, two of the most 
valuable war relics of a collection of 
antiques that belonged to the late T 
k. Middle rook, were secured yeeter- 
day at auction sale of the collection 
for American buyers, The Chesapeake 
flag was captured in the fight with 
the British ship Shannon in 1813, and 
there was good bidding for the faded 
and torn piece of flag. The flag was 
sold for $4,250 to a Londori art dealer, 
who also purchased the bugle for $1,- 
500. It was upon this instrument that 
the order to the Famous Light Brigade 
to charge at the battle of Balaclava 
was sounded, The dealer admitted 
that these highly interesting curios 
have been purchased by him for dif- 
ferent parties in America, but more 
than this he would not say. There 
Was a rumor that he was acting for 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, but this was 
subsequently denied, and London does 
nyt yet know into whose hands the 
flag and the bugle have fallen. 

As soon asahe sale was made there 
were loud calls in the auction room 
of “Does it remain in England?” this 
being answered in the affirmative by 
someone who did not know the Eng- 
lish dealer was acting for an Ameri- 
can. There was at once an outburst 
of loud cheering.

Petty Larceny, Grand Larceny and 
Glorious Larceny, Says’ Bryan. 


New York, “Feb. 5—Taking the 
eighth commandment as his text, 
William Jennings Bryan pointed out 
to the civie forum tonight the possibil- 


ities of larceny in violation of the 
law, and what he said was of still 
greater importance, lareeny through 


the operation of the law, 

Mr,‘ Bryan declared that while the 
law recognized two general forms of 
lareeny, petit larceny atid grand lar- 
ceny, there had been a disposition re- 
cently to subdivide the greater crime, 
so now, he added, “we are inclined to 
think of stealing as petit larceny, 
grand larceny and glorious larceny.”

MR, ROOT'S FANNING MILL 
POLICY. 


Mr 
date for Red Deer, appears to be mak- 


Root, the Conservative cand- 


ing some sharp political turns, Two 


years ago he was a supporter ol ihe 
Liberal candidate for the Legisiature 
in Red Deer, and naturally was ¢n- 
dorsing the Autonomy Act, while now 
his own newspapers report him as 
being very much opposed to it. But 
that change is not a circumstance to 
his recent “fanning mill” policy il 
the reports of his speeches in his own 
party papers are to be relied upon. 

The Red Deer News reported the 
fanning mill policy when first 
nounced by Mr, Root as follows: 

“We had, if he remembered right 
91 or 92 deputy weed — inspectors 
drawing $5 per day, He contended 
they were not earning their salt. Ii 
the money was expended in buying 
fanning mills wholesale and distri- 
buting them to homesteaders who 
could not afford to buy them, the 
weeds would come out of the grain 
faster than by the inspector tys- 
tem,” 

Dr. Clark gave a passing notice to 
this new ‘‘National Policy,” with the 
result of a change in front upon the 
part of Mr. Root as reported in the 
Journal of January 2lst, In his 
speech at Hillsdown, the Journal re- 
ports Mr, Root as saying: 

“We had ninety-two weed inspec- 
tors that got $5 per day, They were 
no good, but just rode the ‘‘grub- 
line,” and never paid a cent. He 
(Mr. Root) advocated the introduc- 
tion of “fanning mills,”’ which could 
be sold to the farmers (not make 
them a present of them, as he had 

saying by Dr. 

Clark), and this would be far more 

effective than weed inspection. He 

considered Archie Mitchell the 
chief weed grafter,”’ 

Mr, Root, doubtless having seen the 
foolishness of his first statement as 
published in the Red Deer News, viz,, 
“distributing them (fanning mills) to 
homesteaders who could not afford to 
buy them,” is, aceording to the Jour- 
nal’s report, not only hedging, but 
trying to blame his policy of “free 
fanning mills’ on Dr, Clark, 

This little incident is only import- 
ant because it shows how liable to 
change Mr, Root’s policy in this elee- 
tion may be, and how uncertain his 
reported publie utterances are, It 
is also curious that a candidate in a 
Dominion election campaign should 
devote so much of his attention to 
provincial issues and the smallest of 
them. The appointment of weed in- 
spectors has nothing whatever to do 
with the issues in Mr, Root’s cam- 
puign, and many of the electors were 
wondering why he had thinge 80 hope- 
lessly mixed that he does not appear 
able to discriminate, or at least why 
he gives so much attention to the 
weed question, This, however, may 
probably be explained by the fact that 
Mr, Root was notified by the weed 


ani 


inspector last July to hand pull a 
quantity of ball mustard on one of 
his farms, and strange to say he obey- 
the command of this officer 

whom he now  expreses 
such contempt, and it only 
natural that he should — ferm 
a very bad opinion of the law which 
imposed such a disagreeable task up- 
on him, no matter what the effect as 
to the spread of noxious weeds might 
be, and by the way it doesn’t take 
much of a farmer to tell Mr. Root 
how much effect a fanning mill would 
have in the destruction of ball mus- 
tard,

LIABILITY OF TRAIN CREWS. 
Toronto Globe—There is no more im- 


portant question before — the public 
than was raised by the deputation of 
railwaymen who protested against 


their present legal liability in case of 
accidents. The law holds that every 
employee of a railway company who 
willfully or negligently violates any 
bylaw, rule, orreg ulation of the com- 
pany or order or notice of the minister 
of railways or board of railway com- 
missioners is liable to fine or impris- 
onment if such violation causes in- 
jury to any person ot property, The 
deputation asked that the penalties of 
the law be imited to cases in which 
the violation is willful, and that mere 
negligence be uo longer an offence at 
law. There may be occasions on 
which hardship and injustice result 
from punishing a railway employee 
for negligence, but in an occupation 
where 60 much depends on constant 
care it will not do to regard neglig- 
ence as a venal offence. This position 
is necessary in view of the continu- 
cus tendency of employees to disre- 
gard orders and to act with free indif- 
ference toward their own «safety and 
that of fellow employees and the pub- 
lic. American disregard for human 
life makes any relaxation of the law 
langerous, 

There is urgent need 
rather than restricting liability for 
railway accidents. It is known that 
some of the rules governing the oper- 
ation of trains are intended more for 
use before coroners’ juries and in 
courts than to direct the train crews. 
The men are told to obey these rules, 
but know instinctively that if they do 
so they will be late or otherwise in- 
cur displeasure and ultimately lose 
their positions. A time table will in- 
clude stops and slow runes on curves 
sufficient to make; it impossible to 
reach the stations on time, While 
trains are on time no questions are 
asked. They are brought in according 
to schedule by disregarding orders, 
The crews know that if they are hab- 
itually late they will get into trouble 
If the imperative haste results in an 
accident it.can be shown before a jury 
that instructions were disregarded. 
Responsibility for such violations of 
rules should be placed with the higher 
ficials. The railway commission 
should see that there .are means of 
having the rules observed, and that 
punishments are provided, for every 
violation, quite irrespective of results. 
Where punishment 1s reserved only 
for accidents it is stropg presumptive 
evidence that infractions are freely 
tolerated. :

CANADA'S FOREST AREA. 

Canada’s forest area has been var) 
ously estimated at from eight hundred 
million to three hundred million acres 
The latter is the latest estimate, and 
was given by Dr. B. E, Fernow, the 
recently appointed Dean of the Facul 
ty of Forestry at the University of To- 
ronto. He is one of the best authori- 
ties on forest subjects on the contin- 
ent, and for years was head of the 
United States Bureau of Forestry. 
His estimate, he thinks, “will cover 
the commercially valuable timberland 
area, actual and potential.”” At thir 
estimate the forest area of Canada it 
“not much more than one-half of the 
commercial forest area of the United 
States.” : 

Mr. R. H. Campbell, superintendent 
of forestry for the Dominion Govern- 
ment, gives a rather larger estimate,

This would meat 
the careful management of these land 
on scientific and business principles 
and these it is that the forestry move 
ment is seeking to introduce through 
out the Dominion.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be horie-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of ege, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less, 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at agency on certain con- 
litions by the father, mother, son, 
Aaughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader. 

An application for entry or cance!la- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
fice may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
vant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ant on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
vers to complete the transaction are re- 
eived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud the 
ipplicant will forfeit all priority of 
Jaim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled. 

An application for concellation must 
he made in person, The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
vther application will be received from 
in individual until that application has 
heen disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
juent to institution for cancellation pro- 
eedings the applicant for cancellation 
vill be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
n what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 

ubject to the approval of Department 
elinguish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
hle, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
tion of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 


any 


‘orm the duties under one of the follow-| 


ng plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
ind cultivation of the land in each year 
luring the term of three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de- 
ires, perform the required residence du- 
ies by living on farming land owned 
“olely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
reres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
omestead. Joint ownership in land 
vill not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
‘ather is deceased) of a homesteader has 
ermanent residence on farming land 
»wned solely by him, not less than eighty 
%) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
he homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
lence duties by living with the father 
or mother). 

(4) The term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding paragraphs is defined as mean- 
ng not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
owances crossed in the measurement, 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in accordance 
with the above while living with parents 
wv oon farming land owned by himself 
nust notify the Agent for the district 
f such intention. 

Before making application for patent 
the settler inust give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations. 

Coal.—Coal mining rights may be leas- 
xd for a period of twenty-one years at 
an annual rental of $1 per acre. Not 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be 
anne on the merchantable coal min- 
ed. 

Quartz.—A person eighteen yours of 
age, or over, Laving discovered mineral 
in place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
feet. 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof, When $500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
wmplying with other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre, 

The patent provides for the payment 
of a royalty of 2 12 per cont. on the 
sales, 

Placer mining claims generally are 100 
feet square; entry fee $5, renewable year- 
ly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases to 
iredge for gold of five miles wach for a 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
liscretion of the Minister af the luterior, 

The lessee shall have a dredge in op- 
ration within one seasean from the date 
wf the lease for each five miles. Rental 
810 per annum for each mile of river 
‘eased. Royalty at the rate of 2 1-2 per 
‘ent. collected on the output after it ex- 
eeds $10,000,

Mr, Justice Scott held that the by- 
faw of the city cannot have the effect 
of increasing the municipal license 
fee beyond the amount of the Terri- 
torial fee prescribed, From the word- 
ing of the by-law he believed that 
the council was legislating regarding 
the then existing liquor law, and not 
regarding the recent amendment, He 
stated that he believed that it could 
Hot be reasonably assumed that the 
council intended that thereafter the 
amount of the municipal Jicense fee 
should be fixed by the Legislature 
und not by the city, yet that would be 
the effect if the by-law were to in- 
erease the municipal fee. If the eoun- 
cil had intended this, he believed thes 
would have stated it in plainer terms, 
In concluding his judgment, Mr. Jus- 
tice Harvey said: “The effect of the 
by-law is to impose a charge upon 
those applying for licenses un&er the 
ordinance, and such being the ease it 
must be strictly construed as against 
the city.”

“BREAK QUICKLY REPAIRED. 


Yesterday morning water oozing to 
the surface of the ground on Jasper 
avenue between First and Second 
streets indicated that a break had oe 
curred in the water main in that vi- 
cinity, One of the workmen who was 
acquainted with a weakness in th: 
pipe near by located the break, and 
after removing the blocks between the 
street railway tracks, a hole was made 
divectly over the leak. It was a clever 
plore of work as the water was com- 
ng to the surface nearly one hundred 
feet away from where the hole was 
dug, and considerable difficulty might 
have been experienced in removing 
the newly laid pavement, To-day the 
break is fully repaired, and in good 
working order, 


Chas. Bunn, who was cook, refused to 
tive him any and when he asked the 
second time for it struck him in the 
ace. He took off his coat, prepared 
‘o fight, and Bunn pieked up an axe 
md struck him over the head. He 
had never seen Bunn before and had 
never made any threats to fight him. 

Charles Pruden, brother of Henry 
Pruden, stated that he was at Atha- 
basca Landing on May 14th, 1907, He 
had been getting his meals immediate- 
ly prior to that time from the cook 
louse Where Charles Bunn worked, On 
he evening of May I4th he and hie 
vrother, with two ethers, went to the 
‘Ok house to pet something to eat 
His brother was drunk. They went 
© the door of the cook house and his 
brother Henry asked the cook for some 
‘upper. The accused stated that sup- 
er was over and when the request 
was repeated slapped Henry in the 
faee. Henry then took off his coat 
ind challenged Bunn to come out and 
fight. They challenged him twice and 
Bunn grabbed an axe and knocked 
Pruden down. The witness went 
iway and some one went and got a 
loctor, There were some men around 
when Bunn struck Henry Pruden, but 
he did not know who they were, 

Cross-examined by Mr. MacKie, the 
witness stated that he came down from 
his home at Lae La Biche on May 12 
with his brother. Supper was over at 
the camp but they were given a warm 
supper by Bunn. They were allowed 
to sleep in the kitchen that night, The 
men went to the cook camp after six 
on the night of May Mth, The four 
men were all near Bunn, the witness 
being nearest. There were others near- 
by but he did not know who they 
were, 

Constable Rockwell, who was on 
duty on May 14th,stated that he found 
Henry Pruden about six o'clock at 
night lying on the floor of the cook 
house insensible. Dr. Balanger told 
him that Pruden was suffering from a 
blow in the head. Praden was brought 
to the General hospital in Edmonton 
a few days later, Bunn gave himself 
up saying that he had hit a man. The 
Witness stated that he was called away 
at eight o'clock on the evening of May 
I4th, and did not return until the fol- 
lowinig morning. He left two armed 
men at the barracks and left arms on 
the wall for Bunn ag there was a rum- 
or that the halfbreeds were going to 
lyneh him, 

Dr. Blais, the next witness, stated 
that he was called to attend Pruden 
in the General hospital and found him 
suffering irom a wound in the head. 
The bones were broken as if from a 
blow on the head, The left arm and 
leg were partly paralyzed as the frac- 
tured bone was pressing on the nerves, 
If he had been operated upon sooner 
there would have been less danger of 
paralysis. As soon as the pressure 
was removed the recovery was rapid, 
The only danger apprehended from the 
man's illness was that complications 
might set in, 

W. A. Gricsbach; the first witness 
for the defence, testified to the repu- 
tution borne by Chas. Bunn, the ae- 
cused, 

Arthur Burgeon, swern, stated that 
he was at Athabasca Landing on May 
I4th. He saw Henry Pruden speaking 
to Bunn atter supper time on the ev- 
ening of May Mth. There were five 
or six men present, among them being 
Henry, Charlie and Pat Pruden, and 
some others from Lae La Biche. They 
stom! in a sort of semi-circle around 
the door. Bunn went out to call the 
men in to supper and Henry Pruden 
replied roughly that they wouldn't 
take any supper from him, 

The witness stated that he had 
heard Henry Pruden state earlier in 
the day that he was going down wit}; 
his brothers to the cook tent after 
bours and if Bunn did not give them 
some supper they were going to do 
him up, 

In cross-examination the 
stated that he did not see a blow 
struck by Bunn. The whole affair 
only occupied about half a minute. 

Miles Norris stated that he was at 
Athabasea Landing on May 14th. He 
saw the Prudens come to the door of 
the cook house and heard Charlie 
Pruden challenge Bunn to fight. Bun» 
invited the Prudens in to supper and 
Henry Pruden told him to keep his 
supper. They then crowded around 
Bunn but he did not see the blow 
struck, 

P. J, Murray, assistant cook to the 
accused at Athabasea Landing, stated 
that on May 13th a party of seven 
or eight, among whom was Pruden, 
arrived at the Landing and were given 
supper, They slept in the cook hous: 
that evening. 

On May i4th Henry Pruden and his 
brothers came to the cook tent in the 
alternoon and asked for something to 
eat, Bunn told them that there was

He 
did not see any part of the fight in 
which Pruden was injured. The wit- 
ness stated that after the Prudens ar- 
rived in camp Constable Rockwell 
gave Bunn a revolver and told him 
he had better look out for himself. 

When the court assembled this 
morning Miles Norris was the first 
witness, He stated that a party of 
seven or eight, including the Prud- 
ens, came to the cook tent. Henry 
Pruden etarted the row that ended in 
his being injured. Bunn came out 
and asked them in to supper but they 
refused, Henry Pruden then made a 
rush at Bunn and the Jatter hit him 
in the face. The crowd closed in on 
Bunn, who seized an axe to defend 
himself. He made a pass with the 
axe at Charlie Pruden, but Henry 
Pruden got in the way and was struck 
on the head. The members of the 
erowd were apparently all drunk, He 
saw them coming down the road from 
the town to the cook tent. They stop- 
ped two or three times on the way 
aud seemed to be talking among them- 
selves. 

Mayor John A.McDougall and Rich- 
ard Seeord testified as to the good 
reputation borne by the accused Chas. 
Bunn during the ten years they had 
known him, The evidence of Norris 
regarding the fight was corroborated 
by Joseph Pepin, another halfbreed 
who witnessed the fight at the Land- 
ing last May. 

The Accused’s Evidence. 

The most interesting witness for the 
defence was Chas, Bunn, the accused, 
He stated that he went north last May 
as cook on the boats going north, On 
May 12th a party of Lae La Biche men 
came into the Landing after supper 
hours.
